Use it or lose it 



Fewer workers cashing in their vacay days

As an information technology supervisor at Pitzer College in Claremont, 
Calif, Dennis Crowley had so much work to do last year that he finished 
2011 without using nearly five days of paid vacation. 

‘And to be frank, I was too busy to even realize I was 
losing time,” he said. 

Crowley’s situation is not unusual. A survey by Harris 
Interactive Inc. found that by the end of 2012, Americans 
will leave an average of 9.2 days of vacation unused, up 
from the average of 6.2 days in 2011. 

Nearly 90 percent of those questioned said they 
would take more leisure trips on their vacation if they 
had the time and money to do so, according to the survey of 
more than 2,000 U.S. adults that was commissioned by Hotwire. 
Hotwire has a selfish reason for pointing out the survey results: 
The travel website says vacationers can save lots of money by traveling 
between Thanksgiving and Christmas. During the holiday gap, hotel 
rates drop 33 percent in Boston, 28 percent in San Francisco and 26 per- 
cent in Seattle, compared with the peak summer travel season, accord- 
ing to the website. 

Crowley has learned his lesson. He said he is keeping closer tabs on his 
vacation time this year. But instead of using his accrued vacation time to 
travel, he said is spending more time with his children.

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30-day passes and other unlimited cards 
would be exempt from this surcharge, but 
passengers who pay per ride, either through 
Chicago Cards or fare cards preloaded with 
cash, would have to pony up the extra $2.75. 

Riders who use Midway would not see a 
surcharge under the CTA’s plan. The pro- 
posed hike is one of a few fare increases the 
CTA pushed last week, including increasing 
the cost of a 30-day unlimited pass from $86 
to $100. 

The CTA said it needs this money to “shore 
up its finances ... and ensure future fiscal sta- 
bility” CTA board chairman Terry Peterson 
last week promised that CTA riders would 
not see any additional fare hikes through 2015. 

For now, though, the CTA is asking for 
more money for service that isn’t reliable.

Mayor Emanuel had a message Monday for CTA 
riders upset about upcoming fare hikes: The/re not 
really fare increases, public transit remains a bar- 
gain and commuters can “make that choice” about 
whether to drive or take buses and trains. 

“Fares stayed the same. Basic fares stayed the 
same, which you cannot say about gas prices,” said 
Emanuel in his first public comments since the 
CTA announced a 2013 budget proposal last week. 

While it’s true the standard payment for a single 
CTA trip will remain $2.25, the mayor’s transit agen- 
cy plans a 16 percent increase to the cost of a 30-day 
pass and higher jumps for one-day three-day and 
seven-day passes. About 55 percent of CTA com- 
muters use some kind of pass. 

The mayor suggested commuters who don’t like 
the new fare structure are free to get behind the 
wheel, setting aside the fact many Chicagoans who

rely on the CTA to get to and from work don’t have 
cars. 

“Now you, as a commuter, will pick. Tbu can ei- 
ther drive to work or you can take public transpor- 
tation, and the standard fare will stay the same,” 
Emanuel said. 

Under the budget proposal CTA President For- 
rest Claypool unveiled, the 30 -day card will go up 
16 percent from $86 to $100. Seven-day passes will 
rise 22 percent, to $28 from $23. 

Three-day passes will increase 43 percent, to $20 
from $14. And one-day passes will increase to $10 
from $5.75. 


1 killed, 1 wounded 
in funeral shooting

life, then this demonstrates the recog- 
nition of the futility of militarism and 
violence.”

Bears coach Lovie Smith and defensive end 
Israel Idonije voiced disapproval Monday re- 
garding the hit by the Minnesota defensive 
end that injured Bears right guard Lance 
Louis. 

In the third quarter Sunday Louis was 
blindsided by Allen after a Jay Cutler inter- 
ception. Louis suffered a torn anterior cruci- 
ate ligament in his left knee on the play and 
the Bears announced Monday he will miss the 
rest of the season. 

Smith was asked if he thought the play was 
unnecessary 


“Yes,” Smith said. “I did. Jared Allen plays 
the game a certain way good player in our 
league. But I think there are some plays, when 
you look at them again, you say ‘Hey we could 
have done without that.’ 

“I think our game could do without that 
play We have an injured player right now 
based on it. I think you could have gotten him 
blocked a little bit differently That’s about all 
I should probably say about it.” 


Allen defended himself after the game. 

“I thought it was a legal hit,” he said. “He’s 
running to make a tackle, so I just went to 
block him. I never intentionally try to hurt 
anybody” 

Idonije has been on the same side as Allen 
in the past in terms of taking out a player after 
an interception. Still, Idonije saw no need for 
such a vicious blow. 

“I saw the play It wasn’t necessary” Idonije 


said. ‘At that point of the game, you can have 
easily {gone} shoulder to shoulder. You could 
have laid him out with just using his hands to 
his chest, a lot of options. ... He hit [Louis] that 
way because he chose to hit him that way” 

An NFL spokesman said the league reviews 
“any play of that nature for potential disci- 
pline,” and a ruling could come down later 
this week. Allen was not penalized for the play 
on the field.

Americans like their Brits to be snobs, rich 
and proper— or at least they like their PBS 
British costume dramas that way 

“Downton Abbey” has been delivering the 
goods for two seasons. 

Ardent fans of the highly popular, Emmy 
Award-winning drama must wait until dark- 
est winter for Season 3 to begin— Jan. 6, to be 
exact. 

The new season has been airing in Britain 
since September, so desperate American fans 
can find spoilers on the Internet. But who 
wants to sacrifice the fun of watching Shirley 
MacLaine and Maggie Smith face off? Or to 
forgo the magic of Matthew and Lady Mary 
Crawley’s wedding set against the backdrop 
of the biggest character in the show. Down- 


ton Abbey itself, also known as Highclere 
Castle in Hampshire, England? 

“Downton Abbey” features a magnificent 
house that influences the destinies of every 
character. Their roles, aristocrat or servant, 
are played out in the rooms where they live — 
“upstairs” boudoirs and opulent sitting rooms 
or “downstairs” scullery, pantries and starkly 
furnished bedrooms. Habitation determines 
the clothes they wear as well: velvet evening 
gown and serious diamonds or crisp white 
shirt and simple black uniform. 

As viewers, it is hard not to want a bit of the 
glamour of the aristocrats and the drama of the 
servants to rub off on us. American fans will be 
able to imitate the marvelously styled fantasy of 
British life when a company called Knockout 
Licensing launches multiple brands that seek to 
replicate to look of “Downton” in North Amer- 
ica: bedding and bath, home furnishings and 
decor, housewares, kitchenware and apparel. 

Meanwhile, why not incorporate a touch 
of “Downton” elegance into your 21st century 


life? Plan a dinner party that takes the for- 
mality quotient up a notch. If nothing else, 
the preparations can help pass the time un- 
til the show returns. If you have a DVR, you 
could have people over on the Sunday night 
that Season 3 begins and have a leisurely 
“Downton”-esque dinner before you watch. 

The key to realistically adding a little 
“Downton” to your life is to keep the focus on 
the dining room, where so much of the deli- 
cious action takes place. Don’t take any of this 
too seriously: No footmen are required and 
finger bowls are definitely passe. But there is 
a way to have fun getting dressed up and put- 


ting together a well-appointed table. 

%ur “Downton” theme can best be ex- 
ecuted using what is called “tabletop” in in- 
terior design parlance: all the china, crystal, 
chargers, napkins, tablecloths, candles, cen- 
terpieces, demitasse cups and place cards that 
make a dining-room table look like the most 
delicious eye candy Many venues offer this 
merchandise, from Target to furniture pur- 
veyors to linen stores. 

Eor a style that borrows from the spare 
black-and-white and rich brown of “Down- 
ton’s” downstairs where the servants hang 
out (a look that really is the most modern and

comfortable in the 21st century), look at the cu- 
rated collection of curioussofa.com. 

Whether channeling an “upstairs” feel or a 
“downstairs” look, jyour table will be crisa^ c S 
and proper, and everybody who sits down for 
dinner will be inspired to try his or her hardest 
to be good company 

What effect are you after? If you are pretend- 
ing to be “toffs,” you are aiming for an elegant 
presentation but not a table dripping with gold 
vermeil, elaborate china, cut crystal wineglasses 
and ornate silver. 

You are striving more for classic style: per- 
haps a printed invitation sent ahead to your 
guests, followed by a properly set table with 
everything in its place, white place cards, of 
course, and crisp pale linens with a special nap- 
kin fold and a monogram. Don’t forget lots of 
candlelight, and be sure to keep spouses and 
couples separated to encourage conversation. 

Most important: present several coursesj 
(Sorry This isn’t the 30 -minute meal promoted 
in “Good Housekeeping.”) The idea isn’t to let 
down one’s hair and relax but to make an effort 
to be one’s best self over a dinner that shows 
the hosts have made an effort as well. 

Carol Wallace, author of “To Marry an English 
Lord,” a book that “Downton” creator Julian Fel- 
lowes admits inspired him to make Lady Cora a 


rich American married to a British peer, suggests 
a menu that would evoke the cuisine of “Down- 
ton” without being too slavish to food tastes of 
almost 100 years ago: a first course of vichys- 
soise, the cold cream and potato soup that has 
been a classic for many decades, followed by a 
main course of Cornish game hens (not quite as 
complex as pheasant but evocative of the same), 
with roasted root vegetables (must fit in Brussels 
sprouts somewhere) followed by a dessert such as 
the British stalwart trifle or the apple charlotte 
referenced on “Downton.” Recipes are as close 
as your computer. Check out epicurious.com. 

An oddity of the British table in the early 
decades of the 20th century was the custom of 
women leaving to have coffee or tea in the living 
room while the men stayed for port, a savory 
bite of something after dessert and conversa- 
tion about money, politics and other forbidden 
topics. Although this habit flies in the face of 
everything American and modern, it might be 
fun if approached in a lighthearted way 
And if you opt for the “downstairs” aesthetic 
of black clothes, white china and fine polished 
wood, know that you will be undeniably chic and 
ready for whatever drama transpires at your party 
In the dark days of winter, a little fantasy nev- 
er hurt anybody, especially if a PBS miniseries 
is involved. Quite right, as they say in England.

TOP TEN 

TABLE MANNERS 

Especially at a “Downton 
Abbey” party, keep 
proper etiquette in mind. 
Cathy Corey has taught 
manners to thousands 
of schoolchildren, as 
well as college and law 
students, through the 
National League of 
Junior Cotillions, a na- 
tional franchise (though 
she recently sold hers). 

» Never begin the meal 
until everyone has been 
served; the hostess is the 
first to begin eating. 

» Dinner rolls are to be 
broken in half; then a 
bite-size piece is again 
broken off, buttered and 
eaten. Your knife should 
never touch the bread, 
except to add the butter. 
»The resting position 
of utensils is across the 
top of the plate; do not 
“build a bridge” by rest- 
ing knives or forks on 
the lip of the plate and 
then leaning them on the 
table. 

»Once a utensil has been 
used, it is never placed 
back on the linens. 

» Drinking glasses are 
positioned near the top 
of your dinner knife. 

Even if you are left-hand- 
ed, the glass should be 
placed to the right after 
every sip. 

» The dinner napkin is 
folded into a rectangle, 
resting on your lap with 
the fold toward your 
stomach. 

»The salt and pep- 
per shakers are passed 
together, even if the 
request to pass was for 
only one of them. 

» Gentlemen should 
always rise when a lady 
approaches or leaves the 
table. 

» One always passes to 
the right with one’s left 
hand (crossing over the 
front of your body), to 
shorten the range of mo- 
tion. The person accept- 
ing the pass takes it in 
his/her right hand, then 
changes to the left hand 
when passing. 

» When finished with the 
meal, one should place 
the used napkin to the 
left of the place setting- 
never wadded up on the 
top of dirty dishes.
